pletion of the first transcontinental
rallroad conneoting tho Atlantie and
Pacific oceans, Grizgled veterans of
the Weat who elther worked on tho
Central Paciftle or Unlon Pacific, or
who drove the tenms that supplied
the workers were the guests of hon-
or. Many are here who rememboer
the race to bulld the Pacifie rallroad,
and there are some who tell of track-
laying records made in the last fow
days of the rnee which would make
on-
vious,

There are prosent o few who
witnessed the driving of the last
splke—made of gold —at Promotory,
50 miles west of Ogden

The bmllding of the Pacific rall-
ropd was begun at Omaha of the
Unlon Petlfle, and at Sacramento of
the Cenlrad” Pacilic, on January 8,
1860, WIth the granting of a gov-
ernment wubaldy to the Pacitic rall
road, the work was speeded up after
numerous delays and it beeame a
raca to lay the largest mbleage of
ralls. . The contest ended May 10,
1940, at Promontory, G0 miles west
of Ogden, at which time teaing from
the Unlon Pacitie and Southern Pne
eitie mot The Unlon Pacifie had
bullt 1088 miles wostward from

SCHELLNAKING
bOOD HEADWAY
WITH PAVING

OVER 3.000 FEET FINISHED AND
185 PRONOUNCED PERFECT
PIECE OF WORK

INSPECTOR OREW 1S PLEASED

Busy Scenes st Hock Crushing Plant

Work of paving the Pacitic high-
way from the Sixth street bridge at
the edge of this city to the Jackson
county line is progressing nicely and
much more satisfactorily than the
contractor, 8. 8. Schell, antlcipated.
He now has a crew of 40 or 50 men
employed.

Ovar 3,000 feet of asphalt paving
has been finished and Special In-
spector N. J. Drew, of Portiand, who
arrived here yesterday, -pronounces
it the finest plece of paving he has
seen in the state, and it Is under-
stood that he has bheen in the pav-
ing business for over 20 years.

What appears to be the busiest
place—and at least is the mnolsest
place-—Iis at the gravel pit whnere
the powerful machinery Is preparing
the asphalt mixture for pavement.
Mr, Schell has the best proposition
of this kind In the state. Graval
is taken from the Rogue river with
a scraper holding one and one-half
cubic yards of gravel and attached
to a cable, a donkey engine furnish-
ing the power. This process is re-
peated every three or four minutes
and the,gravel is then taken in amall
cars up the track to the crusher.
Here the sand is removed, the large
and fine gravel separated, and four
gizes of crushed rock are produced.

An of] burner is used to heat the
complete mixture and it is then run
into walting trucks that are lined
with nsbestos and steel; this becanse
the mixture is thus delivered at a
temperature of nbout 370 degrees
It must be very hot and even retains
heat for several hours after belng
laid as paving.

Mr. Schell stated to a Courfer re-
porter today that he does not expeot
to finish this frst stretch of pavm
before September, but is already
making arrangements to slart work
on the last contract awarded him,
which Is for a distance of about 12
miles, extending aa far south as
Gold HIN. The two ocontracts give
Mr. Schell about 19 miles of Paeifle
highway to baild, the price running
something over $400,000.

Work of preparing the asphalt
mixtare and that of laying the pavy-
ing {8 quite interesting and worth
anvone's time to go and witness.
Those who have seen this newly-laid
paving are of the opinion that few
pleces of road work In the state will
compare favorably with it when fin-
ished.
